Following up a yen to become
a lawyer, Kenny went to the
University of Southern Califor-
nia lawschool in his spare time
and nights, . finally got his de-
gree and private

Olson, who won the governor-
ship.

Spurns Olson Offer ;
Kenny is rather proud of the
fact he had election expenses of
only his $60 filing fee. 'He did
little campaigning, yet received
750,000 votes as compared to
600,000 given Olson in Los An-
geles county.

Kenny and Olson were politi-
cal friends in the 1939 legisla-
ture but Kenny noticeably cool-
ed toward the end, and finally
broke away with hi8 opposition
to the Olson-sponsored Atkinson'
oil control bill. He even turned
down Olson’s offer to give him
$10,000 per year job as pre-
siding ‘justice of the appellate
court in Los Angeles, a cinch
lifetime job.

Senator Kenny is married but
has no'children, He is filling his
second term as president of the
National Lawyers Guild,

to give steel warehouses Lenc:
fit of priority treatment in ob-
taining stocks for resale. A
quota is ‘to be established -for
each warehouse buying steel di-
rectly from a producer., When
this has been done, a preference
rating of A-89 will be assigneda
to deliveries within the lirniits
of the quota.

Irom steel warehouse reports,
the Director of 'Prioritids will
determine . what percentage of
first-quarter sales should be set
as the quota for delivery to
the warehouse during the last
quarter of 1941, On or before
Oct. 5, he will notify each ware-
house what its quota is to be.
Quotas established for the last
quarfer of this year will rercain
in effect for each subsequent
quarter until further notice.

The order permits until Oc-
tober b deliveries to a ware-
house of all types of steel under
the A-9 rating to the extent of
one-third of its receipts from
mills of such types of steel dur-
ing the first quarter of 1941.
Deliveries of steel from ware-
houses are limited by the terms
of the order, Except for small
sales, ih amounts specified in
the order, warehouses may not
make deliveries of alloy, steel
for any ‘but defense orders. Or-
ders for carbon steel for non-
defense purposes may be filled
after provision has been made
to care for present and antici-

pated defense orders. Exemp-

tions from thesé requirements
permit monthly dellveries of al-*
loy steel on small non-defense
orders up to 10% of the average
monthly deliveries of such ma-
terial during the first quarter
of 1941,

Small orders, as defined In
the order, are for materials in
the following amounts: Alloy
Tool Steel, 50 Ibs. per item;
Stainless Steel, 650 1bs. per item;
Other - Alloy Steel, 300 1bs. per
order.
